New York, Sept. ft.— The Re- 
publican campaign text book for 
HHiKwas issued tonight by the 
Republican National Committee. 
It if a volume of 52Jo pane*, and 
contains in detail an explanation 
of the various questions that are 
tinder discussion in the preseut 
Presidential campaign ami the 
attitude of the Republican can- 
didates thereto, contrasted in 
some cases with the present or 
past attitude of their Democrat 
opponents. 

The purpose of the book, it is 
stated, is to furuish in concise 
form for reference such informa- 
tion as ic likely to be required by 
speakers, writers and others par- 
ticipating in the campaign. 

Special Subjects Treated. 

Subjects likely to receive es- 
pecial attention in the campaign 
bucIi as control of corporations, 
the money panic aud the relief 
afforded by theTreasurv Depart- 
ment, and wagee, prices, tariff, 
the Philippines and the work of 
the army and the navy, are pre 
sented as fully as practicable. 

Besides these subjects the book 
coutaius the acceptance speeches 
of William H- Taft aud James S. 
Sherman, and articles on proa 

penty, publicity of campaign (complex to be adjusted by the 



merce law in 1K87. 

'•The Sherman anti-trust law 
has rtlso boon wisely used bv the 
administration to put an end to 
those forms of combinations 
which are directed, either at to- 
tal suppression of proper compe 
titors or at the description of 
-competition* by unfair means. 

"The administration hap rec 
onnir.ed the combination to a 
certnin extent is necessary and 
proper, but that on the other 
land certain forms of combina- 
tions from their peculiar purpos- 
es and effects are clearly against 
the public interest. 

"Again the Republican parly 
has placed upon the statute 
books a number of fundamental 
acts greatly strengthening the 
power of the policies above out- 
lined." 

In this connection the text 
book mentions the Elkins law of 
1908, the rate bill of 1006, and 
the creation of the Department 
of Commerce and Labor. 

Must be Central. 

In conclusion the work says: 
"By t lie slow processor educa- 
tion, by testing of present meth- 
ods available aud by suggesting 
new ones, the work of the Ad 
ministration has than l>eeu lead- 
ing up toward that logical ad 
vance in the system of dealing 
with corporations which it is 
clear must snou come. The fi 
nal solution of this question 
must be some efficient system of 
regulation, some control of cor- 
porations which shall be oositire 
aud active. 

"The Administration has con 
sistently stood for such au ad- 
vance, believing that the pres 
eut commercial machinery is too

"The administration holds 
that the efficient busiuess man 
should be fully rewarded for the 
great services he reuders to the 
public. It desires in every way 
to support and foster honest bus- 
iness. 

"There is uo quarrel with cor- 
porations themselves or with ac- 
quisition of wealth, but only 
with certain forms of corporate 
organization and management, 
and certain methods by which 
such wealth is acquired. 

Hn Consilient Policy- 

"Led by President Roosevelt, 
the National administration has, 
therefore, been dealing with cot 
poratious aloug the lines of a 
consistent policy which haB uev- 
er changed in principle*. 

"It has enforced the law* that 
make for fa r competition and 
equal opportunity, aud made 
them esuaential parts of our com- 
mercial system ; equal rate* from 
the railroad the highways of 
commerce, have been afforded to 
all shippers as) never before. 

"itailroad rebates auddiscrim 
iuatioiis, which are the deadliest 



inflexible, occasional remedy of 
jodicial procedure." 

History of Panics 

The article on the "Money 
Pauic'' gives a history of the 
panic of 1906, its causes and the 
measures adopted . to prevent 
their recurrence. The panic, ac- 
cording to the text book, "was 
financial, not industrial or com 
mercial." 

The action taken to meet it 
MM check it, including that tak- 
eu by Secretary of the Treasury 
Cortelyou, is detailed, aud the 
Secretary's able management, 
it is declared, deserves commen- 
dation.

Iugram saiu then he went to 
the home of Peter Kirk, father 
of Kelsie Kirk, and Km k told 
him what to say and repeated 
the threat. He savs ne also was 
admonished to begin at once 
spreading the report that his 
confession was not genuine. In- 
gram's hearing will be tomorrow 
morning.

Rawhide, Nev., Sept. 5 — 
Three thousand people homeless, 
a score or more injured and prop 
erty loss of over $750,000 is the 
result of a disastrous fire, which 
started at 9 o'clock yesterday 
morning in the Rawhide Drug 
Company building. Fanned by 
a gale, the fire swept rapidly 
south and east of Balloon aveuue 
and up Rawhide avenue to with- 
in fifty yards of the People's 
Hospital. 

Over a ton and a half of dyne 
mite was used in demolishing 
buildings which in a measure 
stayed the flames' progress. The 
volunteet fire department and 
500 miners worked heroically, 
but on account of the inflamma- 
ble constituion of the buildings, 
they were swept away like tia- 
der. 

Among the first building to 
go was Collins' Hardware store 
which contained two tons of dy- 
namite, that exploded with a 
terrific report, hurliug, burning 
planks of boards a great distance 
' setting fire to numerous build- 
ings. 

Mauy people were slightly in- 
jured by flying debris, but none 
reported seriously hurt- Many 
acts of heroism were re- 
corded. A famine was feared, 
as all the supply houses and gro- 
cery stores were wiped out. 

A subscription list was started 
aud in a few minuets over $5,000* 
was raised and a relief train, 
started from Reno at 4 o'clock, 
carryiug thousands of pounds of 
food and bedding. All the min- 
ing towns of the state came 
quickly to the assistance of the 
Rawhide sufferers with cash con- 
tributions. The San Francisco 
Mining Exchange at ouce sent a 
contribution of $500. 

The tire destroyed ihe hoisting 
works of the Huff Mining Com- 
pany, the Grutt Hill properties 
aud the Grutt business office, the 
loss 011 these amouutiug to $10,- 
000 which is the extent of the 
lamage done the mining prop- 
erties. 

Plaus were well under way for 
a recoustructiou of the towu be- 
fore the ashes were thoroughly 
cool. 

The Press, Times and Hustler 
newspaper offices were saved, 
although the machinery of the 
News plant was destroyed. 

The fire was brought under 
joutrol after destroying the en- 
tire business section with the 
exceptiou of oue grocery store- 
This store has sold all of its pro- 
visiou and unless food is rushed 1 
hera there will be much eutfer- 
iug. 

Two commercial travelers are 
reported to have lost their li vet- 
in the buruiug of the Hoss Hotel 
but this has not been confirmed. 
The towu has beeu placed uuder 
martial law.

CHILD LABOR LAW 

Which Went Into Effect Septem- 
ber l$t-Pawed by Last 



COVERING THE LABOR OF CHILD- 
REN UNDER 16 YEARS OF AGE.

The provisions of the new 
child labor luw arc po far-re^cli- 
ing nnd drastic mid directly con 
cern so many of our cit'aens, in- 
cladini; all employers of children 
and nil parent*, auardians and 
those in control of children, I 
have at the suggestion of others 
carefully prrpitrtvl a synopsis of 
I h u t I « w uixl a ni sure that the 
newspapers will reader it valu- 
able service to their patron* and 
to the public aenerally, by di 
reeling attention to those pro 
vision*, and especially is thin 
true us the act it not yet conve- 
niently accessible to the public. 

Thia law repeals all former 
law* on the tum« subject. It 
became effective as to some of 
ila provisions on the first day of 
September, 1908, and as to oth- 
ers of its provisions, will become 
effective 00 the first day of Sep- 
tember, 1900. 

The title of this act is "An 
act to regulate child labor and to 
make the provisions thereof ef- 
fective." 

Ohlleren Under Foorteen Years of Axe 

No child under fourteen years 
of age can be employed, permit- 
ted or suffered to work in or in 
connection with any factory, 
workshop, mine, mercantile es 
tablishmenf, store, business of 
flee, telegraph office, restaurant, 
hotel, apartment house or in the 
distribution or transmission of 
merchandise or messages. 

No child under fourteen years 
of age can be employed in any 
business or service whatever, 
during any part of the term of 
the public schools of the district 
in winch the child resides and 
while said public schools are in 



Over Fourteen tad Under Six- 
IMl Years of Ag*. 

Children betweeu fourteen 
and sixteen years of age shall 
not be employed, permitted or 
suffered to work in any factory, 
workshop, miue or mercantile 
establishment, unless the person 
or corporation employing him 
procures or keeps ou file and ac- 
cessible to the truant officers of 
the town or city and to the La 
bor luspector. an employment 
certificate, and keeps two com- 
plete lists of all such children 
employed therein, one 00 file 
aud one conspicuously posted 
uear the principal eutrance of 
the building in which said chil- 
dren are emplayed. When the 
employment ceases such certifi- 
cate shall be returned to the 
child or its pareuts or guardiau, 
or custodian. The Labor In- 
spector can demand that the 
employer procure such certifi- 
cate or furnish him satisfactory 
evidence that the child is over 
sixteen years of aije and unless 
such certificate or evidence u 
furnished the employment shall 
cease. 

An employment certificate 
must be approved by the Super 
iuteudent oi Public Schools or 
some oue authorized in writiu*: 
by them by the School Board. 
The superintendent should not 
approve such certificate until he 
has received, examiued and ap 
proved the school record of the 
child pioperly tilled out, the 
passport or duly attested trans 
cript of the certificate of Linh, 
or baptism, or other religious 
record showing the date and phu e 
of birth of the child; or it 
such certificate cannot be had, 
then the atfMuvit of the parent 
guardian or custodian ot (lie 
child as to £>u- the place of birth 
may be accepted; Ins scljo^l reu 
ord must be furnished to ibe 
superiuteudeut, or the person 
authorised by hiui to issue the 



certificate, or if such record can- 
not be bad after deligent effort, 
it shall be the duty of the person 
granting the certificate to exam- 
ine the applicant as to his or her 
proficiency in reading, spelling, 
writing, geography, arithmetic, 
up to and including common 
fractions, and as to the ability 
of the applicant to construct 
simple English sentences, and 
the certificates must show that 
such examination was held in 
lieu of the school record. 

No person nnder sixteen years 
of age shall be permitted to work 
at any gainful occupation more 
than sixty hours in one week, or 
ten hours in one day, or before 
the hour of 7 o'clock in the 
morning or after 7 in the even- 
ing. Each employer must post, 
in a conspicioo" place in every 
r«>oni where such minors are em 
ployed, printed notices of the 
hours required of them each day 
of the week the hours of com- 
mencing and stopping work, and 
the hours when the time or times 
allowed for other meals, b«*gin 
and end. 

Prohibit OrrnpatioDs. 

No child under sixteen years 
of aite -lull be employed at sew 
i 11 g belts, or to assist in sewing 
belts, any capacity whatever, or 
be permitted to adjust any belt 
to any machinery, nor to oil or 
assist 10 oiling, wiping or clean- 
ing machinery or to operate or 
assist in operating circular or 
band-saws, wood-shapes, wood- 
polishing machinery, emery sione 
or polishing sheet metal and tin 
ware manufacturing, stamping 
machine in washer and nut fac 
tones, operating corrugated rolls 
such as are used in roofing fac- 
tories, nor shall they be em- 
ployed in operating an\ steam 
boiler, steam machinery or other 
steam-generatiug apparatus, or 
aB pin boys in auy bowling al- 
ley ; they shall not operute, or 
assist in operating, dough brakes, 
or cracker machinery of any de- 
scription, wire or iron straight- 
ening machinery, or in operating 
rolling-mill machinery, puncher 
or shears, washing, grinding or 
mixing mills or calendar rolls in 
rubber manufacturing, or iu op- 
erating laundry machinery, or in 
any capacity in preparing any 
compositiou in which dangerous 
or poisonous acids are used, or 
in any capacity whatever in op- 
erating, or assisting to operate, 
auy pusseuger or freigkt elera 
tor, or in the manufacture of 
goods for immoral purposes, or 
in auy theatre, concert hall or, 
some place of amusement, where 
io intoxicating liquors are sold, 
nor shall females under sixteen 
yoars of age be employed in any 
capacity wherein such employ- 
ment compels them to remain 
standing constantly, nor shall 
any child under sixteen 
years of age r>e employed iu 
any occupation, dangerous or 
iujurious to health or morals, or 
to lives or limb, and as to 
such matters the decision of 
the county physician or the 
city health officer, as the 
case may be, shall be final. 

Bailee of Employers to Childron Dndor 
Siiteen Year* of Ago. 

It shall be the duty of the own- 
er of auy manufacturing estab- 
lishment where auy peisou un- 
der sixteen years of age is cut 
ployed, and ibe duty of his 
ageuts, superiuteudwuts a 11 d 
other persons iu charge of same 
to iuruish aud supply, when 
practicable,or cause to be fur- 
nished or supplied to him belt 
shifters or other mechauical con- 
trivance for the purpose of 
throwiug belts ou or off pulleys, 
aud wheuever practicable . ma 
chiuerv thereut shall be provid 
ed with loose belts. All vats, 
pans, saws, plaues, cogs, gear- 
iug, belting, set screws, aud ma- 
chinery ef every description 
therein, winch is palpably dan- 
gerous, where practicable, si. ail 
be properly guarded aud uo per- 
son shall remove or make inef- 
fective auy safeguard arouud 
auy val or pun while Ibe same is 



thereto and all such safeguards 
shall be promptly replaced. 
Suitable and proper wash rooms, 
water closets shall be provided 
in each manufacturing ectablish- 
ment where any person under 
sixteen years of age is employed 
and such closets shall be proper- 
ly screened and ventilated and 
be kept at all times in a clean 
condition ; and if girls under six- 
teen years of age is emyloved m 
such establishment, the ap- 
proaches to said closet shall be 
kept seperate and apart from 
those used by men and the said 
closet shall be kept free from 
obscene writing and marking. 
A dressing room shall be provid 
ed for such girls when ;he nature 
of their work is such as to re- 
quire any change of clothing. 

Every enployer of girli under 
fourteen in any manufacturing, 
mechanical or mercantile indust- 
ry, lauudry, workshop, renovat- 
work- or printing offices shall 
provide seats for the use of the 
girls so employed and shall per 
mit the usa of such by fliein 
when not necessarily engaged m 
the active duties for winch they 
are employed. 

The wails and ceilings of each 
room in all mauufaaturiiig es 
tablishmeuts where persons uu 
der sixteen years of age arn en 
ployed, shall be lime w<t»lred or 
painted when iu the opinion of 
the Labor Inspector it shall be 
conductive to the health or clean 
lineBS of the persons wo r kiug 
therein. 

A copy of this act shall be oon 
spiciously posted and kept in 
each workr.iom of every manu- 
facturing establishment, mill, 
mine or work shop or mercantile 
or printing establishment, thea- 
ter, bowling alleys, telegraph, 
telephone, public messenger 
company or laundrv. 

Labor Inspectors sad Traant OS oon. 

The Local Board of Education, 
ortheSobool Board of a city, 
town or district, as the case may 
be, shall, between the first aud 
the tenth days of each month, 
transmit to the office of the 
Labor luspector a list of the 
names of the children to whom 
certificates have been given dur- 
ing the present month. Labor 
Inspectors and Truant OrficerB 
may require that the -employ- 
ments of miners employed in 
such factories, workshops, mines 
or mercantile establishments 
shall be produced for their in- 
spection. ' 

Truant officers may visit the 
factories, workshop, mine and 
mercantile establishments' in 
their several tow us, and cities 
aud ascertaiu whether any mi- 
nors are illegally employed and 
shall report any case of illegal 
employment to the Superintend- 
ent of Schools and to the Labor 
Inspector.

Children between the ager of 
fourteen and sixteen employed 
when the act was adopt tH had 
until September 1, lflOH, In ob 
Min the proof of berth and the 
s'hool record lor their employ 
ineut certificate. All children 
bet ween, said ages who were em- 
ployed at 1 he time of the passage 
of the act, and of whom an em- 
ployment certificate is required, 
but who cannot comply with the 
educational test provided for iu 
the act, are given until Septem 
ber li 1900, t > prepare them- 
selves for the test aud are given 
until thai date to file the school 
record, or iu lieu thereof, the 
mental examiuutiou provided 
for in the act wiiich are neces- 
sary parts of the employ meut 
certificate- Between said dates 
of September 1, 1008 and Sep- 
tember 1,4000, employment cer- 
tificates shall be issued to child 
ren betweeu the ages of fourteen 
and sixteen years upon proof of 
birth and physical fitness as re 
quired by the act. 

Conclusions. 

1. Children under fourteen 
years of age cannot be employed 
in aii> of the occupations speci- 
fied herein above under title, 
"Children Under Fourteen Years 
of Age."

Washington, Sept 9 — At Fort Myor 
Tuesday. Orvllle Wright made the 
two greatest aeroplane flights ever 
made publicly In tbls cotintry, when 
ho remained In the air for eleven 
minutes on his first fllg-ht and for 
aoarly eight minutes on his second 
flight. 

There was apparently no reason 
why the flights could not have been 
of even greater duration as I ho 
aviator landed the last time because 
of the approaching darkness. 

Throughout both filghU, Mr. Wright 
apparently had the machine under 
perfect <<# trol, rising at tlmee to 
sixty feet aud rasklng sharp turns. 
Like a Giant Eagle. 

In tbc first flight the aeroplane 
whirled around ihv ground, tilting up 
at the turns like an hutomoblle taking 
the banka at even speed. The machine 
came to earth, within thirty feet of the 
starting apparatus. having made 
thirteen complete circles of the fleld 
In eleven minutes and ten seconds. 

Twenty minutes after the hrot 
trial, Mr. Wright started up for the 
second attempt. On one trip around 
the fleld he flew over the stables 
which line it on one side and again 
on another round, he flew over the 
aerial garage, whore the aeroplane 
Is housed. After eight circles of fhe 
fleld, Mr. Wright brought his machine
